Colonel. Mosby's ‘War Reminiscences” 
will surprise his friends as well as his foes. 

From first to last this biilliant cavalry 
leader never had a permanent command, 
He enlisted as a private, and in ashort time 
became Stuart’s scout. He collected a little 
band of nine men, and captured twenty 
federal troopers, with their horses and 
equipments. His name from that day be- 
came famous and the federal outposts trein- 
bled intheir boots when they heard it. 

Mosby relates his war exploits modestly. 
“At first he had some of the First Virginia 
cavalry with him, but they were wanted by 
Fitz Lee and were given up tohim. Then 
the partisan recruited some old men and 
boys, and captured horses and guns from 
the federals for their equipment, Some- 
times he would induce a few cripples in the 
hospitals to join him on araid, The dis- 
mounted men of Stuart’s cavalry were fre- 
quently allowed to join bim long enough to 
secure horses. Once Mosby proposed to 
mount all the dismounted men of Fitz Lee’s 
brigade if they would serve with him a few 
days, but the offer was declined and the 
men were shortly afterwards captured. 

The colonel speaks in a pleasant way of his 
exaggerated reputation, and claims very 
little for himself. He denies the charges 
that he and his men disguised themselves 
in blue uniforms when he captured the 
wagon train-<at Chestnut Fork. On the 
contrary, he that he never saw thie 
guard. ‘They had gone to camp, and were 
aslecp,”’ he says, “‘ieaving me to take care 
of their wacons-3 which I did.” 

_The veteran ni his stirring adven- 
tures in a lively way, but his story will 
nevertheless be rather humiliating reading 
for the federal cavalrymen. 

Pluck, quick decision and dash, were the 
leading characteristics of Mosby. He al- 
ways made ita pointto do just what the 
enemy did not expect himtodo. He was a 
unique figure in our civil war and his ‘‘Rem- 
iniscences’”’ will be recognized as an interest- 
ing and valuable contribution to the litera- 
ture of that period.

A bronze statue has just been erécted in 
Auburn, New York, to the memory of Wil- 
liam Hi. Seward. At the unveiling of the 
memorial, Mr. Evarts delivered an oration, 
and there were other fitting ceremonies, 

The erection of this statue is a somewhat 
tardy tribute to the services of one of the 
foremost republican leaders. Seward was 
schooled {in diplomacy. He was shrewd, 

‘narrow-minded, prudent and patient. In 
active politics, he.was what is called a wire- 
worker, rivalling Thurlow Weed in that 
delicate and difficult business. But there 
was this difference between them—Weed 
was content to work for the party and for 
his friends, while Seward was always work- 
ing for himself. 

Seward began his diplomatic career in 
Georgia as a school teacher. He had some 
disagreement with his father, ran away from 

—honie, and turned up in Putnam county as 
the principal of Union academy. He taught 
there a few months and then returned 
home. ‘Tradition says that he was not as 
cold blooded then as le afterwards became. 

Seward’s greatest success Was as governor 
of New York. As secretary of Btate during 
the war, he was overshadowed bythe great- 
ness of Lincoln, who was, to all intents and 
purposes, his own secretary of state.

The Gotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton market, says 
that for the week ending last Friday the to- 
tal receipts have reached 
against 272,001 bales last week, 270,536 
bales the previous week and 270,707 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 
since the Ist of September, 1888, 2.092.109 
bales, against 2,625,161 bales for the same 

period of 1887, showing a decrease since 
September 1, 1888, of 533,052 bales, 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
178,640 ‘bales, of which 120,279 were to 
Great Britain, 19.064 to France and 30,297 
to the rest of the coutinent. ‘The total] 
gales for forward delivery for the week are 
475,600 bales. For immediate delivery the 
total sales foot up 4,516 bales, including O96 
for export, and 3,060 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 45,000 bales. There isa decrease in 

the cotton in sight of 634,812 bales as com- 

pared with the same date of 1887, a decrease 
of 375,822 bales as compared with the cor- 
responding date of 1886, and a decrease of 
$45,112 bales as compared with 1885, 

The old interior stocks have increased 
during the week 18,229 bales and are tonight 
106,657 bales less than at the saine period 
last year. The receipts at the same towns 
have been 24,825 bales less than the same 
week last year, and since September 1st. 
the receipts atall the towns are 378,721 
bales less than for the same time in 1887, 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1888, are 2,553,214 bales: 
in 1887 were 2,086,125 bales; in 1886 were 
2,446,732 bales. Althouch the receipts at 
the outports the past week were 262.369 
bales, the actual movement from plantations 
Was 275,710 bales, the balance going to in-
